Farmers
are urged by the United States
Department of Agriculture to
wateh their fields carefally for
8pots where the pest is gbundant
and the wheat plants change to a
red or yellow color,  Such spots
or areas shonld be immediately
plowed under and rolled, or if
straw is abundant, this should be
spread over the spots and burned.
The danger of a serious outbreak
in the coming spring will depencl‘
upon weather conditions between
